UNITED NATIONS, April 24 (AF). — Cyprus today 
formally rejected foe Turkish proposals for a settlement 
of the war-tom Mediterranean island, the Cypriot Mis- 
sion to the United Nations announced. The mission quo- 
ted George Ioannides, Minister to the president, as 
saying foe latest proposals fo end the ethnic conflict 
on Cyprus were an attempt to legalise foe situation 
created by the Turkish invasion in 1974. Turkish forces 
now control 40 per cent of the island, which is popula- 
ted by a Greek-speaking majority. Mr. Tassos Papado- 
poulos, the interlocutor, today reportedly handed the 
Cypriot document to U-N. Secretary General Kurt Wal- 
dheim’s Representative In Nicosia, Remy Gorge. U was 
to be forwarded to Dr. Waldheim.

The guerrillas-, also alluded 
to humanitarian appeals by Po- 
pe Paul and U.N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim for the 
release of 61 -year-old Mr. Mo- 
ro and suggested they were 
partisan. 

“Now these notables have 
13 names ... for whose libera- 
tion they can appeal to the 
Christian Democrats and their 
government in the name of 
‘humanity*, “Christian dignity’ 
or other ‘supreme ideals’,” they 
said. 

Among the 13 prisoners are 
six members of the Red Bri- 
gades including four founders 
now on trial in Turin for sub- 
version -- Curcio, Alberto Fr- 
anceschini, Roberto Ognibene 
and Paolo Maurizio Ferrari. 

A fifth Red Brigades mem- 
ber, Poalo Besuschio, is the on- 
ly woman in the group. She is 
now serving a 15-year j&i] te- 
rm in Sicily for attempted mur- 
der. 

The sixth Red Brigades me- 
mber, Cristoforo Plan co tie, was 
injured when he and two acc- 
omplices shot and kfll^i Turin 
jail guard Lorenzo Cutugno on 
April 11. Piancone was dumped 
by his comrades outside a hos- 
pital. r 

The Brigades also asked for 
the release of three members 
of the . Naples-based Armed 
Proletarian Nuclei (NAP), a 
group of ultra-left extremists 
responsible for bombings and 
shootings in south and central 
Italy. 

Three other prisoners belong 
to the Genoa-based October 22 
gang, held responsible for at 
least one bombing and several 
kidnappings there. 

The 13th detainee whose re- 
lease the Brigades demanded is 
a common czfcninal, Sante No- 
tamicola, who joined die ext- 
remists in jaO while serving a 
life sentence for murder and 
robbery. 

These demands appeared to 
show that Italy’s two main ur- 
ban guerrilla movements, the 
Red Brigades and the NAP, 
were allied. 

The absence of demands for 
the freedom of non-Italian ext- 
remists held in jails abroad su- 
ggested that the Moro kidnap 
was carried out by Italians 
who did not have to repay fo- 
reign help. 

Explaining their terms, the 
Brigades said they wanted all 
“Communist prisoners” to be 
released but “Since, we have 
to be realistic we ask for the 
freedom of these.”

Lebanon’s factional 
agreement paves way 
for new government 

BEIRUT, April 24 (R). — President Elias Sarkis moved today 
t o war d s forming a new government following agreement by 
political leaders on a plan for dealing with Lebanon’s com- 
nyipsl strife. 

Representatives of the country’s principal refi glows and 
political factions agreed yesterday on a call for the curbing of 
Palestinian commandos and the outlawing of Lebanon’s private 
mffltlaa. 

Political analysts said the proposals were unlikely to be 
Implemented in the near future, but provided a valuable basis 
on which a new government conld work for national reconci- 
liation. 

Informed sources said President Sarkis was expected to 
name a new prime minister tomorrow. He discussed the agree- 
ment and the make-up of a new cabinet today with Prime 
Minister Selim A1 Boss and several parliamentary leaders, and 
was due to meet the Speaker of Parliament, Kamel As*ad, later 
tonight. 

Informed sources said there was a strong possibility that 
Dr. AI Doss, whose eight-member cabinet of technocrats resi- 
gned last Wednesday, will be asked to form a government corn- 
prising career politicians. 

The cabinet stepped down amid mounting rightwing cri- 
ticism of its use of Syrian peace-keeping troops to quell heavy 
fighting between rival militias in a southern suburb of Beirut 
earlier this month. 

The ministers agreed to remain hi a caretaker capacity 
until they are replaced. 

According to a text published by local newspapers today, 
the new political agreement, worked out by a 13-man parlia- 
mentary committee, urged tire authorities “to stop foe Palesti- 
nian ayd non-Palestinian armed action on all Lebanese territory 
and prohibit any armed presence apart from that of the legiti- 
mate Lebanese authority.” 

The accord also recommended rebuilding the army, which 
spHt into at least four rival factions during the 1975-76 elvfl 
war, and urged an immeducte withdrawal of Israeli occupation 
forces from south Lebanon. 

Rightwing leader Pierre Gemayei. whose Phalange Party 
is supported by one of foe most powerful private militias, hail- 
ed foe agreement yesterday as a great victory. 

But bis son Bashir, overall commander of the rightist mQi- 
ias, told a public raBy : “As tong as 609,006 Palestinians reside 
on our land, and as tong as half of our country Is stDl occupied, 
we cannot say that the war has ended.” 

The Palestinians, pre-occnpied with their expulsion from 
the south by Israeli invasion forces, have pledged not to inter- 
fere in Lebanon’s In t erna l affairs. 


King Hussein opens National 
Consultative Council with 
call for unified Arab line 

AMMAN, April 24 (Agencies). — His Majesty King Hussein called today for a unified Arab strategy to 
liberate Israeli-occupied territories and win for Palestinians the right to self-determination. Inaugurat- 
ing Jordan’s National Consultative Council at the old Parliament building here. King Hussein said : 
"We humbly and sincerely call on the Arab nations to draw up a comprehensive strategy which will 
govern our common action, mobilise our enormous resources and bypass our transient differences, In 
order to be able to face the escalating imminent danger. 


A common strategy was “the 
only way to protect ourselves 
and boost our dignity,” he said. 

Referring to his call last 
month for an Arab summit co- 
nference, King Hussein said be 
was working for Arab cohesi- 
on and solidarity which he con- 
sidered the best means of re- 
gaining occupied territory and 
recovering Palestinian rights. 

The absence of genuine pla- 
nning was one of the reasons 
for the present lack of Arab 
unified action, he said. 

King Hussein described the 
Consultative Council as the 
"best realistic formula at this 
stage for consultation, fruitful 
dialogue and sincere cooperati- 
on among the various state in- 
titutions.” 

The council was not a subs- 
titute for parliamentary life but 
a “formula on the road to ma- 
turity ... in our institutions 
and public life.” he said. 

Before His Majesty's address 
the President of the Council 
Mr. Ahmad Al Lawzi, made a 
brief welcoming speech thank- 
ing King Hussein for the for- 
mation of the council and pled- 
ging its full cooperation with 
the government- 

The first session of the co- 
uncil was held following the 
King’s address. During the ses- 
sion the 60 members were sw- 


orn in, two vice presidents 
were elected - - Mr. Ahmad Al 
Tarawneh and Mr. Kamal Al 
Dajjani - - and four committes 
were formed : The Legal Com- 
mittee, composed of ten mem- 
bers; the Foreign Relations 
Committee, of nine members; 
the social and Educational Co- 
mmittee, of nine members; the 
West Bank Affairs Committee, 
of ning members. 

Two other committees, for 
agriculture and for services, 
will be formed during the co- 
uncil’s next session. 

A special six-member com- 


mittee was also formed during 
today’s session to prepare the 
council’s reply to the King's 
address. The six members will 
meet again tomorrow to appro- 
ve the draft of the reply. 

King meets senators 

In a meeting with the mem- 
bers of the Upper House of 
Parliament at the Royal Court 
here, yesterday. His Majesty 
King Hussein said: “We are 
approaching a stage when the 
chance of reaching an honoura- 
ble and just peace is definitely 


not ripe. The chance was lost 
because of Israeli intransigence 
and the weakness of a disuni- 
ted Arab World.” 

The King went on to say 
that the Arab World has tre- 
mendous potential, both hum- 
an and material, and the Arabs 
must take advantage of these 
factors to stand up to the da- 
ngers and to change the balan- 
ce of power with the enemy. 

It is our duty in this coun- 
try to work for the unity of 
the Arabs and to dedicate all 
our resources for the defence 
of our nation, he added. 


Atherton carries Sadat message 
on M.E. peace moves to Carter 


U.N. briefs Lebanese leaders on 
next stage of Israeli withdrawal 


BEIRUT, April 24 (Agencies) 
— Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo, coord- 
inator of the Dni*ed Nations 
forces in the Middle East, left 
here today after informing the 
Lebanese authorities of how 
foe third stage of the Israeli 
withdrawal from south Leban- 
on would be carried out, off- 
icial sources said. 

Foreign Minister Fuad But- 
ros told reporters after meet- 
ing with Gen. Siilasvuo that 
the next withdrawal, on Sun- 
day, would cover an area of 580 
sq. kms. This would bring to 
756 sq. kms. the amount of Le- 
banese territory evacuated by 
Israel since United Nations 
Security Council Resolution 
425, calling on Israel to evacu- 
ate all of Lebanon, was voted 
on March 19. 

Mr. Butros said that after 
Sunday’s withdrawal, there wo- 
uld be 400 sq. kms. under Is- 
raeli control. He stressed that 
he had demanded “a rapid and 
unconditional withdrawal” by 
Israel from all Lebanese terr- 
itory. 


Gen. Siilasvuo also talked 
with Interior Minister Sal ah 
Salman. They discussed “the 
positions to be taken by the 
Lebanese forces of order in co- 
operation with the (UJ'TJ blue 
helmets in order to restore Le- 
banese sovereignty in the so- 
uth of the country,” an offici- 
al source here said 

U.N. soldier killed 

Meanwhile, it was announ- 
ced here that a French soldier 


with the United Nations Inte- 
rim Force in Lebanon (UNIFIL) 
was killed in a landmine exp- 
losion at the Mediterranean 
port city of Tyre last night- 

A U.N. spokesman said to- 
day that details of the accide- 
nt and a complete identificati- 
on will be released only after 
the victim’s next of kin was 
informed. 

Hus was UNIFIL’s second 
casualty in south Lebanon. A 
Swedish soldier was killed in a 
similar accident last month. 


CAIRO, April 24 (R). — A per- 
sonal message from Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat to Pre- 
sident Carter on latest Middle 
East peace moves was handed 
to U.S. special envoy Alfred 
Atherton during talks with 
Foreign Minister Mohammad 
Ibrahim Kamel today. 

Mr. Atherton conferred with 
Mr. Sadat yesterday at the 
Red Sea Port of Hurghada and 
said they had reached a much 
clearer understanding of poss- 
ible approaches to resuming 
peace talks. 

The U.S. negotiator also 
said that during the meeting 
President Sadat offered to se- 
nd Mr. Kamel to Washington 
after Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan’s visit to the 


U.S. capital beginning tomor- 
row. 

Mr. Atherton added he wo- 
uld be taking with him a perso- 
nal message from Mr. Sadat 
to Mr. Carter. But the U.S. 
envoy, who returns home to- 
morrow, said he had brought 
no American proposals with 
him and Egypt had put forw- 
ard no proposals. 

Analysts said it was possi- 
ble Mr. Atherton had discus- 
sed with Mr. Sadat various for- 
mulae for the wording of a 
declaration of principles which 
could be examined in talks be- 
tween foe U.S. administration 
and Mr. Dayan. 

Egypt refuses to resume di- 
rect political talks with Israel, 
stalled since January, until th- 
ere is agreeme n t on a declara- 


tion of principles. It also in- 
sists this must include Israeli 
recognition of Palestinian rig- 
hts to self-determination and 
Israeli withdrawal from occu- 
pied Arab territories. 

In January President Carter, 
after talks with President Sa- 
dat hi Aswan, Upper Egypt, 
said Palestinians should have 
the right to participate in the 
determination of their future. 

U.S. officials have subsequ- 
ently said they believed this 
kind of wording could be used 
in a declaration of principles, 
but Israel raised strong objec- 
tions to this choice of words. 

During his talks here Mr. 
Atherton has been at pains to 
stress America’s full commit- 
ment to working for a settle- 
ment. 


Sadat: Peace is still possible 


Chad students stage Cairo protest 


CAIRO, April 24 (R). — About 300 Chad students occupied their 
embassy building in Cairo today and planned to hold the ambas- 
sador and staff hostage for 24 hours in protest against the inter- 
vention of French and other foreign troops in Chad, a student 
delegation said. A spokesman at the private residence of Ambas- 
sador Homsal^Ouangmotching, which is next to the embassy, 
confirmed by telephone that foe ambassador was at the embassy 
and that it was occupied by students. He gave no other details. 


CAIRO, April 24 (R). — Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat said in an 
interview published yesterday 
he had not given up hope for 
a peaceful settlement of foe 
Middle East crisis. 

Speaking to the weekly ma- 
gazine October he said that 
despite the slow movement of 
the peace process following his 
initiative in visiting Israel last 
November “we have not reach- 
ed the point of despair or the 
point where we can say that 
we have done our best.” 

Mr. Sadat said Egypt had 
not also reached the point wh- 
ere there would be no alters 
native but to declare that “Is- 
rael has not and will not ch- 


ange ... I am still optimistic,” 
he added. 

The president ruled out the 
possibility of any unilateral ag- 
reement between Egypt and Is- 
rael. 

“There is no possibility for 
a unilateral solution, this is 
completely rejected before and 
after the initiative.” 

President Sadat said there 
were attempts to narrow the 
gap between the Egyptian and 
Israeli attitudes, “but nothing 
has changed.” 

He noted that both sides 
were standing firm on their 
respective attitudes concerning 
the Palestinian question. 

President Sadat said Israel 


considered that self-rule for 
the Palestinians in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip was 
enough, “while we consider it 
necessary that a Palestinian 
state is established.” 

Asked if Israeli Foreign Mi- 
nister Moshe Dayan has offer- 
ed to visit Egypt, President 
Sadat said “it is not very im- 
portant that Israeli officials, 
one after the other, should co- 
me. Direct contacts were no 
longer a problem,” 

He said any meeting must 
have a goal and a meaning. 
‘Therefore, unless there are 
new ideas reached by the oth- 
er side, such meetings. If they 
took place, are meaningless." 


Saudi foreign minister: Unless Israel accepts 
peace we have to prepare for world catastrophe 


TEHRAN, April 24 (R). — Sa- 
udi Arabian Foreign Minister 
Prince Saud A] Faisal was qu- 
oted here today as saying : 
"We must either induce Israel 
to accept peace or prepare for 
world catastrophe.” 

He said this in an interview 
with Mr. Farhad Massoudf, Pr- 
esident of Iran’s Ettela’at 
Press Group who visited Saudi 
Arabia last week. 

The interview was reported 
in the group's English-language 
daily newspaper Tehran Journ- 
al and French-language daily 
newspaper Journal de Teheran. 

Asked about the fate of Eg- 
ypt in President Anwar Sadat’s 
peace initiative, Prince Saud 
Al Faisal replied : "At present 
the situation’s that one party 
to the disuute wants peace, 
but the other does not. 

"The solution is clear, we 
must either induce Israel to 
accept peace or prepare for a 
world catastrophe-” 


Answering a question about 
an Israeli claim that keeping 
the occupied territories was 
important for its own security, 
Prince Saud Al Faisal replied'. 
"The only way to ensure Isra- 
el’s security is through the ac- 
ceptance of other regional co- 
untries. The only way to achie- 
ve that is to solve the Palest- 
inian -question and not to ob- 
tain more military equipment-” 

The prince said foe questi- 
on of security was a mere ex- 
cuse. 

“They want expansion, not 
security. As long as the world 
does not realise fois objective 
of Israel, there will be no pea- 
ce,” he said. 

Call for USSR involvement 

Ih a separate development. 
Bahrain’s Foreign Minister Sh- 
eikh Mohammad Ibn Mubarak 
Al Khalifeh was ouoted in Ku- 
wait today as calling for invol- 


ving the Soviet Union in Mid- 
dle East peace moves. 

He told foe daily newspaper 
Al Rai Al A’am that the Uni- 
ted States was "a major power 
Involved in solving the problem 
and the Soviet Union is also a 
major and interested state, 
whether we like it or not • •• 
Arabs should deal with both 
powers from an (Arab) nati- 
onal viewpoint. (But) those who 
think that the American or 
Russian role could be excluded 
are completely mistaken,” Sh- 
eikh Mohammad added. 

He was confident that effor- 
ts to convene an Arab summit 
conference to heal the rift ov- 
er Egypt’s Middle East peace 
policies would succeed. 


Solidarity meet ends 

Meanwhile, in Khartoum an 
Arab solidarity committee me- 
eting, under Sudanese Presi- 


dent Jaafar Nuneiri, yesterday 
ended two days of folks aim- 
ed at reconciling differences 
over Middle East peace moves. 

The Sudan news agency 
(SUN A) said foe committee 
would meet again after Presi- 
dent Nlmeiri had made a tour 
of Cairo, Damascus and other 
Arab capitals. It gave no da- 
tes for the previously- unanno- 
unced tour. 

Before adjourning, foreign 
ministers of Jordan, Kuwait. 
Saudi Arabia, the United Arab 
Emirates and North Yemen and 
foe Arab League secretary ge- 
neral adopted a working paper 
presented by the Sudanese lea- 
der. 

This called for resumption 
of diplomatic relations betwe- 
en Arab states that had brok- 
en them off, suspension of rad- 
io and press attacks and acti- 
/ vatkm of existing Arab League 
recon dilation machinery.

Mr. Begin’s people 
do not all approve 

Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin will hold 
talks in Washington next month with President 
Carter in an atmosphere that will be fundamentally 
different from that which has defined American- 
Israeli talks since the establishment of Israel 30 years 
ago. The difference that will lurk behind the latest 
round in the American-Israeli talks is the emergence 
of a young but apparently sustained movement inside 
Israel that has called for abandoning Mr. Begin’s 
concept of a Greater Israel in favour of true peace 
and security. 

One could wonder a few weeks ago, when the 
“peace now** movement held its Tel Aviv rally and 
attracted about 30,000 people, whether this was 
indicative of a broader trend in Israel that would 
sacrifice territorial aggrandisement in favour of real 
security. But since then, there have been other indi- 
cations that this is not only an isolated incident. 
Over 350 Israeli university professors have sent a 
manifesto to Premier Begin indicating support for the 
"peace now** movement, and, even more significantly, 
a small group of influential American Jews, including 
such figures as author Saul Bellow and political 
scientist Seymour Martin Lipset, have sent a similar 
message of support 

While this does not add up to the end of Mr. 
Begin’s days in power, it does indicate a mass-based 
indigenous movement, within the traditional demo- 
graphic borders of political Zionism, which demands 
an alternative to the policies of the Israeli prime 
minister. Thus Mr. Begin will- not be able to invoke 
the unanimity of his people when he tries to threaten 
President Carter, because that unanimity has been 
shown to be nonexistent when ft comes to supporting 
Mr. Begin’s expansionist policies. 

The bargaining chips in the American-Israeli 
face-off are starting to be more evenly distributed, 
and Mr. Begin, no doubt, is worried. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Under the heading “What Did We Repair for the Next 
Stage?” AL RAT said Monday that His Majesty King Hussein 
has given a full picture of the past stages through which the Arab 
cause has passed and emphasised that we are approaching a period 
where it seems absolutely dear that a chance for a just and ho- 
nourable peace is not at hand. The main reason such an opport- 
unity has been lost is Israel’s intransigence and the Arab World’s 
weakness due to its disunity- the newspaper adds. 

The newspaper says that it was this conviction by the King, 
conveyed to the Upper House of Parliament yesterday, which lies 
behind His Majesty's call for convening an Arab summit and 
behind the plan of action which the King's emissaries have carried 
to Arab leaders. 

Recalling that all Arab and international efforts have failed 
to produce a radical change In the Israeli position, the newspaper 
says that the Middle East Is entering a new phase that might be 
the worst the Arabs have undergone during 30 years. 

It calls on the Arabs to respond to King Hussein's call to 
mobilise their tremendous material and physical potential in order 
to be able to face the dangers and “change the balance of power 
with the Zionist enemy.” 

AL DUSTOUR on the other hand, takes up the “onerous” 
task of the newly-formed National Consultative Council which 
King Hussein inaugurated Monday. It reviews what it calls the 
international plot woven against Arab nationalism in the name 
o f the Balfour Declaration, and how the late King Abdullah, 
(grandfather of King Hussein) was able to keep Jordan out of 
that Declaration - - which ol edged to establish a national home for 
the Jews in Palestine. The newspaper also recalls how King 
Abdullah managed to save the West Bank and Arab Jerusalem In 
the Arab-Israeli war of 1948 from “the claws of the Balfour De- 
claration.” 

But, the newspaper says, this does not mean that Zionism has 
forsaken its dream of grabbing these Arab areas. And for this 
reason, the Arabs are urged to mobilise their capabilities to con- 
front Israel’s ambitious designs.

In the development of agri- 
cultural potential in any count- 
ry of the world, the education- 
al and research aspects are es- 
sential for success. In this res- 
pect the Faculty of Agricul- 
ture at the Univ e rs i ty of Jor- 
dan has an important role to 
play in Jordan, 

The Jordan Times recently 
visited the Faculty and met 
with the Dean, Dr. Subhi Qas- 
em and a number of the facul- 
ty members, to find out just 
how they are taking up the 
challenge of agricultural deve- 
lopment in Jordan. 

The Faculty of Agriculture 
is quite new having graduated 
its first B.Sc. students at the 
end of the 1976-1977 academic 
year. It has also been succes- 
sful in attracting recent PhD. 
graduates from foreign uni- 
versities to its own faculty. 
There are now about 30 such 
Jordanians who have brought 
their expertise to the univer- 
sity. 

In our talk with the dean 
we covered the important po- 
ints concerning the role of the 
Faculty of Agriculture in the 
national agricultural scheme. 


Dr. Qasem, who has his PbJ>. 
in Plant Pathology from the 
University of Minnesota, stres- 
sed the necessary, “great in- 
terdependence and interaction 
of various sectors in agricul- 
ture”. The overall goal which 
this combination of sectors in 
Jordan has, is the increase of 
agricultural production. 

It is known for instance, be 
said, that 50-60 per cent of 
Jordan’s food is imported an- 
nually and the per unit of ar- 
ea production is very low in 
Jordan compared to its poten- 
tial. “We believe -- and ev- 
eryone knows this - - the po- 
tential in the Valley and rain 
fed areas has not been reach- 
ed.” 

How the department started 

Dean Qasem then outlined 
five areas in which he said 
work must he done. First, he 
said that infrastructural needs 
such as roads, water and elec- 
trification are important. Se- 
cond, he said that reclamation, 
including irrigation and affor- 
estation, is a' priority; soil ad- 
aptability to crops must be 
taken into account, he said. 
Third, he pointed out, fann- 
ers 1 organisations had to “co- 


nsolidate and increase the ab- 
ility of farmers to increase pro- 
duction”. Fourth, he said that 
dissemination of technical kn- 
owledge which is already ava- 
ilable, is important. Lastly, 
Dean Qasem said that credit 
organisations are important for 
fanners so that they can ex- 
pand fopfr* operations. 

ft was with these notions 
in nirnd thpp the said, 
that the Faculty of Agriculture 
was established. The faculty 
was to go out and interact 
with the agricultural sector ra- 
ther than take a passive, pur- 
ely educational role. It was 
decided that it '‘should not 
be traditional”. 

Three major tasks were se- 
en for the Faculty, first to pre- 
pare highly qualified graduates 
in agriculture; second, to do 
applied research, and third, to 
disseminate knowledge in a 

non-fonnal way, that Is. to 

the farmers of Jordan. 

The first three years of the 
faculty's existence have been 
devoted to establishing a pro- 
per “launching pad”, said the 
dean. Thirteen laboratories, 
three training labs, several sp- 
ecialised rooms, an wig h t unit 
greenhouse, work spaces, a 

machinery unit, a poultry 

farm, a sheep unit and a 1,200 
dunum Jordan Valley centre 
near Damiya have all been 
established in this t^e . Our 
mo to, said the dean, is to cre- 
ate tiie needed famffi**.

Problems to be 

An important objective wh- 
ich has not yet been pursued 
in an organised way, wa * d De- 
an Qasem, is extension work 
wrth_ Jordan’s farmers. Such 
activities as the publication of 
information for farmers in a 
popular form and on a techni- 
cal level, and the hnMiwg of 
field days both on site and 
at the university-, are potenti- 
ally vmy valuable. “We have 
just fini s hed .a room in our 
bonding”, said Dean Qasem, 
which is called the farmer's 
room and is for the use of 
joint farmer-staff meetings.” 
The object always in mind, he 
said, is to increase Jordan's ag- 
ricultural production vertically 
not horizontally, that is to 
make agriculture in Jordan mo- 
re efficient. 

Dean Qasem went cm to 
discuss other problems facing 
agricultural development in 
Jordan, What he called, “frag- 
mentation of land ownership”, 
impedes soil conservation, me- 
chanised agriculture, and sp- 
raying programmes, the Dean 
said. Cooperatives are a way 
of counteracting this process 
by which forms become smal- 
ler and smaller due to inheri- 
tance traditions in Jordan. 
However, he pointed out that 
“there are some traditional 
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Tractor lays down fertlBses. The Agricultural Engineering Department at 
is trying to adapt machinery to heal cond Hfln a. 
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methods which we should stu- 
dy and learn from”. One of 
these is the traditional plow, 
which was found to be better 
than the disc plow, which in- 
creased wind erosion b eca u se 
it plows the soil more deeply 
than the traditional method. 

A fluctuating market » 
harmful to Jordanian agricul- 
ture also, he said, ft m a k es 
farming an unattractive occu- 
pation, encouraging formers to 
leave the land. Two methods 
of helping to control the mar- 
ket fluctuations are storage 
and consumer education, he 
explained. 

Dr. Qasem went on to ex- 
plain, whan asked about farm 
sizes in Jordan, that by the 
1964 ownership law, the maxi- 
mum allowable amount of ir- 
rigated land which could be 
owned by one person was 40 
dunums. However, he said, fa- 
milies could continue to con- 
trol up to 400 dunums by sp- 
reading the ownership amongst 
the family. In rain fed 
he said, fragmented ownership 
is more prevalent. Farms of 
five, ten and 15 dunums are 
more common there. Forty to 
fifty dunums of fruit tree or- 
chards on rain fed fand is a 
viable economic unit, he said 
and with field crops, 200-300 
dunums are necessary for a 
family operation. He suggested 
that future planning should ta- 
ke these figures fai fo 

Research projects 

Dr. Qasem ended our con- 
versation with a description of 
a few of the research projects 
which the faculty is wipgwi 
in. One is the leaf-curl virus 
on tomatoes. This is a comp- 
lex disease which costs the to- 


mato Industry in Jordan ab- 
out JD 5 million a year. “Sir 
men are working on this, tack- 
ling ft from all aspects”, said 
the dean. The disease itself is 
spread in Lebanon, Syria, in 
the uplands of Jordan as weD 
as the Valley. The disease b 
transmitted by white flies and 
has proven to be enhanced fay 
grafting. Needless to say this 
disease is a major worry of 
Jordanian formers. 

A second problem which a 
man on the faculty who just 
received his Ph. D. from the 
University of California at Da- 
vis is working on is broom ra- 
pe or “halookf . This i* a 
parasitic plant which attacks 
tomatoes and other, plants. 
The Beeds of “halook” have a 
20 year life span, which is one 
of the obstacles to its eradica- 
tion. 

A third research project b 
cm an insect which attacks ol- 
ive t rees . AH of these problems 
are unique to this area. Dr. 
Qasem explained, and literat- 
ure on the subject b almost 
non-existent. “The research fa- 
cilities are therefore very im- 
portant,” concluded the dean.

AMMAN, April 24 — The Fri- 
ends of the Children Club has 
yet another success to add to 
its list. The Third Annual Ch- 
ildren’s Book Exhibition organi- 
sed by the club in cooperation 
with the Arab Centre for Re- 
search and Production, has pr- 
oved once more that books, 
and especially children’s books, 
are now a permanent feature 
of life in Jordan. 

The exhibition, held at the 
King Hussein Club near First 
Circle, was opened on April 23 
by His Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan and Princess Sarvath. 
It was originally planned to 
last 7 days but was extended 
by popular demand for two 
more days so that it finished 
on Saturday, April 22, Haitham 
Goussous, a member of the 
Friends of the Children Club 
told the Jordan Times today. 

During the additional two 
days of the exhibition, books 
were sold to schools at a redu- 
ction of as much as 40 per 
cent.” Mr. Goussous added. 

"There was very little left 
over, and what was left has 
been sent back to bookshops 
because we already have most 
of the titles in our own libra- 
ry” he added. 

Of the 40,000 books on ex- 
hibit, almost 30,000 were sold. 
The rest had been donated by 
various embassies in Amman 
and were reserved for inclusion 
in the club’s library at the 
new centre which the club will 
be opening soon. 


Although the primary aim 
of the exhibition bad not been 
to make a profit “we did,” 
Mr. Goussous told me “man- 
age to cover our expenses and 
still have about JD 700 to spare. 
This will of course, he added, 
go towards the new children’s 
centre which is now in the fi- 
nal stages. 

Among organisations which 
helped to make the exhibition 
a success are the King Husse- 
in dub which made the exhibi- 
tion room available free of ch- 


arge, Alia, the Royal Jordani- 
an Airline, which flew books in 
at no cost, and the Ministry 
of Culture and Youth and the 
British Council, each of which 
provided bookshelves. 

Much encouraged by the re- 
ception of this latest book ex- 
hibition, the Friends of the 
Children Club is already plan- 
ning next year's exhibition -- 
and who knows, next year co- 
uld see the introduction of ed- 
ucational toys as well as 
books !

Credit Fund agrees loans worth JD 487,300 

AMMAN, April 24 (JNA). — The Municipal and Rural 
Credit Fund will grant loans totalling JD 4S7.300 to 34 
municipalities and village councils around the country, 
a source at the ministry said Sunday. According to the 
source, the funds board of directors decided during a 
session held on Saturday to grant twelve municipal cou- 
ncils JD 292,500 and 22 village councils a total of JD 
194,800. 

Prosphates production hits 1.77 million tons 


AMMAN, April 24 (JNA). — Jordan’s dry phosphates 
production last year amounted to 1,771,000 tons which 
translates into JD 18,926,000 in export earnings, an au- 
thoritative source at the Phosphate Mines Company said 
Sunday. The source added that machines and furnaces 
to the production of washed phosphates as part the Wadi 
AI Abyad (White Valley) project near the village of AI 
Hasa have already been installed. The source said the 
Wadi AI Abyad project, one of the most important sche- 
mes being implemented by the company to raise produc- 
tion capacity, is expected to hit the target of 1.5 million 
tons of the high quality phosphate. The Phosphate Mines 
Company started implementation of the project in mid- 
1976. Production is due to begin in mid- 1979 after instal- 
lation of the cranes and mills is finally completed. The 
estimated cost is round JD 10 million. After completing 
its expansion projects in Ruseifeh. Hasa and Wadi Ara- 
ba, the company’s overall annual production is expected 
to reach about six million tons.

The theme of the conference 
is solar energy applications in 
the Middle hast, examining 
aspects of solar technology in 
relation to their future emp- 
loyment in the state of the 
area, they said. 

Bahrain's Dr. Abdel Latif 
Kan oo told the Solar Energy 
Conference that Saudi Arabia 
and the Gulf region were the 
most appropriate to take a le- 
ad in solar energy research. 


Lebanon announces 
deficit budget 

BEIRUT, April 24 (R). — 
Lebanon today announced 
a budget containing a deficit 
of 660 million Lebanese po- 
unds ($225 million). 

Parliament approved a 
state budget of L£2^260 mil- 
lion (about $770 million), co- 
mpared with last year’s 
budget of L£1,27D million 
($439 million). 

Defence allocations amou- 
nted to L£491 min ion (over 
$165 million).

Gulf states approve 
anti-pollution pacts 


KUWAIT, April 24 (R). — 
Eight Gulf states bordering a 
body of water which accom- 
odates half of the world’s oil 
trade touav approved two an- 
ti-pollution treaties and an 
action plan for protecting the 
environment a spokesman for 
the United Nations Environm- 
ent Programme (UNEP) said 
here yesterday. 

The spokesman was speak- 
ing after the ninth day of 10- 
day conference sponsored by 
UNEP and attended by the 
eight states -- Bahrain, Iran, 
Iraq, Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates. 

The spokesman said the 
two treaties which also pro- 


vide for setting up of a re- 
gional organisation for the 
protection of the marine envi- 
ronment, were due to be sig- 
ned at a formal ceremony here 
todav. 

Among the measures also 
approved yesterday were the 
establishment in Bahrain of 
a marine emergency mutual 
aid centre to coordinate the 
eight states’ action against oil 
spills in the region and rein- 
force an emergency centre al- 
readv operating from the 
Gulf island by oil companies 
in the region. 

The spokesman said the 
eight states also decided to 
set uo a S6.3 million fund to 
finance the action plan. 



Saudi officials will oppose 
oil price rise throughout 
1978, says U.S. report 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (R) 
— Saudi Arabian energy offi- 
cials have said they would co- 
ntinue to oppose any increases 
in oil prices during 1978, des- 
pite mounting pressures to ra- 
ise prices at next June’s OPEC 
meeting, according to a cong- 
ressional report made public 
over the weekend. 

The report was written by 
a group of members of the Ho- 


use of Representatives Interna- 
tional Relations Committee 
who visited Saudi Arabia and 
.other Middle East countries in 
January. 

Reporting on the trip, they 
said Saudi officials recognised 
the positive imnact the oil pri- 
ce freeze OPEC (the Organis- 
ation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries) adopted in January, 


1977, had on world economic 
stability and the organisation’s 
growth. 

"Saudi Arabian officials ad- 
vised the study mission tha. 
they would continue to oppo- 
se any increase in the price of 
oil through 1978 despite moun- 
ting pressures within OPEC to 
increase prices at the next OP- 
EC meeting in June, 1978.’’ the 
report said. 


Mozambique 

reshuffles 

government 

MAPUTO, April 24 (R). — 
President Samora Machel of 
Mozambique has announced 
the first major government re- 
shuffle since the country be- 
came independent nearly three 
years ago. 

A presidential communique 
issued by the Mozambique In- 
formation Agency (AIM} yes- 
terday said the reshuffle was 
necessary in order to strength- 
en the sections of the govern- 
ment in charge of the economy. 

A statement read over Ra- 
dio Mozambique Saturday ni- 
ght announced the formation 
of two new ministries -- In- 
ternal and External Commer- 
ce; ' - 

The fomier Ministry of In- 
dustry and Commerce will be 
called Ministry of Industry and 
Energy, and the Ministry of 
Planning and Economic Deve- 
lopment will be called Minis- 
try of the plan. 

The former Minister of La- 
bour. Mariano Matsinha, be- 
comes Minister of the Interior, 
a post that was vacant since 
last year when the then Mi- 
nister of the Interior, Arman- 
do Guebuza, was nominated 
vice-minister of defence.

Price of gold closed in London Monday at $16&40/oz.

VIENNA, <WFS) — The Sov- 
iet Union, the world’s second- 
largest producer, is likely to 
sell large quantities of gold 
abroad again this year, as in 
1976 and 1977, In order to 
finance its hard currency defi- 
cit -- but the Russians are 
expected to do so with the 
skill and caution which they 
have displayed In this partic- 
ular market over recent years. 

In spite of the Soviet Un- 
ion’s traditional secrecy abo- 
ut its gold industry, it is es- 
timated that Soviet sales la- 
st year amounted to approx- 
imately 335-340 tons, or abo- 
ut a fifth of total world sales 
(1,650 tons). This year's Sov- 
iet sales could well reach a 
similar volume to last year’s. 
Estimates of Soviet sales in 
1976 range from 300 to 330 
tons. 

Soviet gold sales 

According to East European 
banking sources, last year’s 
Soviet sales were released gr- 
adually onto the market at 
times of rising prices, at an 
average price of 6150 per ou- 
nce, thus producing a massive 
total revenue of $1,632 mil- 
lion. 

These proceeds would se- 
em, therefore, to have cover- 
ed more than half of the So- 
viet Union’s hard currency 
trading deficit for 1977, whi- 
ch may have, been as low as 
$2,500 million. By contrast, 
the hard currency deficit for 
1976 probably totalled about 
$5,000 million, and for 1975 
$6300 million. 

Although they do not direct- 
ly reveal the extent of this 
hard currency deficit, the So- 
viet Union’s . own published 
statistics suggest that there 
has Indeed been such a re- 
duction. They show, in fact. . 
that the Russian deficit on tr- 
ade with the "industrial ca- 
pitalist countries” fell to 1,112 
million roubles (approx. $1,600 
million) last year, from 2,989 
million roubles (approx $4300 
million} in 1976. 

Nonetheless, total Soviet In- 
debtedness to the West rem- 
ains extremely high, at app- 
roximately $16,000-17,000 mil- 
lion, The Soviet Union's res- 
erves of (mined) gold, curr- 
ently estimated by East Eu- 
ropean sources to total about 
2,000 tons (worth about 
$11,530 million on the basis 
of $179.6 per ounce), provide 
an important form of collate- 
ral for these debts. Some We- 
stern experts suggest that re- 
serves are nearer 3,000 tons. 

Estimates of Soviet produc- 
tion last year range from 330 
to 4 00 tons, about ten per 
cent of annual production is 


consumed domestically, itS* 
ms, for industrial jmrpo*. 
dentistry and jewellery, gj 
uth African production total, 
led about 700 tons last y ^ 
according to provisional egg! 
mates.) 

Daring the 1950’s and eart* 
1960’s, the Soviet Union ser- 
iously depleted its gold res, 
erves through its sales to the 
West but it seems to have 
built them up again by m 
selling any gold abroad at n 
in the West during the kuta 
half of the 1960’s. Since tfe 
early 1970’s, reserves seem ^ 
have been maintained at ap. 
proximately their present h*. 
el. The annual rate of pm. 
duction over the next few 
years Is expected to rise on- 
ly slowly, perhaps by as mud* 
as five per cent a year but 
probably less. 

Largest reserves 

The Soviet Union Is thought 
to possess the world's largest 
reserves of unmined but pot* 
eutially-exploi table gold, per- 
haps as much as between i 
125,000 and 150,000 tons. 
However, the country's eflor-l 
ts to boost output over rec- j 
ent years have been hampered.' 
by problems of technology,! 
climate and distance. 

The two most important 1 
gold producing areas are Ma-I 
gadan (Far East) and central! 
Uzbekistan- Production at M*> . 
gadan lias been hindered by 
administrative inefficiency and 
labour indiscipline for soma 
years, and the gold content 
of its deposits has been dec- 
lining significantly. As a res- 
ult, it has been overtaken by 
Uzbekistan as the country’s 
most productive area. 

On the more positive side, 
the Baiknl-Amur Railway 
(BAM), scheduled to open in 
1983, should speed up tile de- 
velopment of the several sm- 
aller gold fields in the south- 
eastern areas of the Soviet 
Union.

Britons are back in force in Oman --army 
personnel leave while contractors move in

LONDON, (F.T.) — Britain 
has been associated with 
fiman, a little known country 
on the Gulf, since Napoleonic 
timw: But until comparatively 
recently the entire British 
population of the country of 
700,000 people could have be- 
en. and often were assembled 
on the small terrace of the 
British Embassy in the old 
walled capital of Muscat- Wi- 
th their number totalling less 
than two hundred they would 
gather together on the terrace 
for the occasional embassy 
cocktail party. 

Long Bnks 

Britain's long links with 
Oman are well attested to 
by the elegant embassy which 
perches on a cliff overlooking 
the small harbour. Lining the 
walls of the main staircase are 
the fading photographs of for- 
mer ambassadors, most of th- 
em from the old Sudan ser- 
vice. In the nineteenth centu- 
ry Oman was an important st- 
aging post for Britain's empi- 
re to the east Even early in 
this decade, tbe RAF main- 
tained a base on Masirah, a 
small island off Oman. Yet the 
total number of Britons in 
1970 was probably less than 
200 . 

In 1970 Sultan Said Ibn Tai- 
mur -was deposed by his son 
Qaboos. Said bad ruled for 
38 years and had become inc- 
reasingly eccentric. He forba- 
de Western entertainments 
and even transistor radios; he 
denied education to all but 


a very few. There were only 
ten kilometres of hard-surfao- 
ed roads in the entire country 
and very little electricity. The 
outside world was resolutely 
kept outside. 

When Qaboos took over in 
1970 he Immediately threw 
the country into a rapid deve- 
lopment .effort. At the same 
time however there was a po- 
tentially fetal civil war In the 
country's eastern province of 
Dhofar. One of the few lapses 
the old Sultan had allowed 
himse lf jn his increasing xe- 
nophobia was to permit Qa- 
boos to go off for a short 
while and be educated at Bri- 
tain's military academy of 
Sandhurst It was perhaps 
only natural that when Qabo- 
os took over it was the Bri- 
tish he turned to for help in 
defeating tbe People's Front 
for the Liberation of Oman 
(PFLO). A large number of 
British officers began pouring 
in from 1970 onwards, and 
commanded virtually every 
unit of the Sultan's forces wi- 
th the exception of the Bri- 
gade of Iranians which the 
new Shah threw into the fray. 
By 1975 .the insurgency was 
defeated; but at the end of 
last year there were still 625 
British officers in Oman. 

Rewards for freelancers 

Some 400 of these, includ- 
ing one lieutenant general and 
a couple of brigadiers, were 
on secondment, te chnicall y 
part of the British army. The 
advantage is that with Bri- 
tain’s role in the world hav- 
ing shrank, there are only two 
other places. Northern Ireland

and West Germany, where an 
ambitious soldier can still get 
field command and foreign al- 
lowances. A little fre e l ancin g 
in Oman is profitable because 
It affords these “perks”. 

The real freelancers though 
are the 200 or so British 
“contract" officers. These are 
the men who have resigned 
their oomunisstans in tbe Bri- 
tish army and are technically 
mercenaries working for the 
Sultan’s armed forces, the 
rewards are high. Major Bill 
Fox, formerly with the Spe- 
cial Air Services (SAS), the 
crack British army elite group, 
says that under his contract 
he earns around £1,200 a mo- 
nth, most of which he can 
save. 

‘There's nothing to spend it 
on here except beer. The wo- 
men are unapproachable.” 
Oman is severe about wom- 
en’s behaviour and there is no 
mixing between Omani women 
and foreigners at any level 
except for servant-master re- 
lationships. 

Apart from a generous mon- 
thly salary, there is a £6,000 
annuity at the end of a three 
year contract. According to 
Bill Fox the danger is that 
during the spells of duty Bri- 
tish soldiers become bored 
stiff with nothing to do, "And 
when the frequent leave spells 


come around, they go off and 
blow all their saving? having 
a spree somewhere like Bang- 
kok.” 

War is over 

‘The situation won't last 
for ever though" says Fox. 
“The war is over so it would- 
n't surprise me if the army 
contracts started to dry up 
soon. Anybody with any se- 
nse should have stashed a lit- ' 
tie money away." 

Another soldier, a full colo- 
nel, who looks like a cross 
between David Niven and Fi- 
eld Marshal Montgomery, ag- 
rees that only by going on 
contract in Oman has he been 
able to save enough for a 
good retirement house in the 
LUC “My problem, old boy, 
is that I didn’t buy a house In 
England years ago. Well, I ne- 
ver imagined the British army 
would shrink the way it bas 
done.” 

The soldiers have been joi- 
ned in the past few years by a 
large number of British civi- 
lians. When Sultan Qaboos 
started opening up the country 
to development, it was to a 
great extent British compan- 
ies who swept in to pick up 
lucrative contracts- Seven ye- 
ars later, the Ruwi Muttrah 
complex in the capital, Mus- 


cat, stm resembles a building 
site 

A huge network of roads 
has been built, the airport has 
been expanded, and a new 
port has been built together 
with many schools and hospi- 
tals. UJC companies like Tar- 
mac and Wlmpey are to be 
found anywhere. Of the 10,000 
or so Westerners now to be 
found in O man some 6,000 are 
British. Apart from the cont- 
ractors, and their families, 
there are British hoteliers (if 
only four of them), a British 
coach for tbe national foot- 
ball team, and a host of Bri- 
tish advisers to the govern- 
ment 

Making a nest egg 

These UJC citizens are not 
colonials; they do not, indeed 
cannot, own property in Om- 
an. Because .of this they do 
not have the haughty arrog- 
ance still to be found in the 
clubs of Hong Kong or Salis- 
bury. But they are well-paid 
and have money to spend on 
tbe few amenities available to 
them. 

The bars of the Ruwl and 
Gulf hotels on Friday, the Ar- 
ab weekend .resemble a cross 
between a Cardiff pub after a 
Welsh rugby victory, a work- 
ing man’s club, and an un- 
usually democratic army mess. 
Although one does hear stra- 
ins of -“Britain's going commu- 
nist" or “I could never live 
in Britain again, what with 
the taxes and all that," there 
is little disaffection for the 
mother country. Most of the 
Britons are not in Oman to 
make a life for themselves; 


they are there to make a quick 
nest egg if they can, 

Mik«» Freeman is a case in 
point. He says he likes to ha- 
ve a "blast" or a drink at 
the Ruwi hotel when he is in 
town. For a large part of the 
last year however he was in 
Rakhyut, where as a civil en- 
gineer for Tarmac he was bu- 
ilding a school for the small 
isolated village. 

Cut off, apart from weekly 
air drops of supplies, Mike; 

burly and suntanned, has only 

some thrillers and canned 
beer for company in his cara- 
van at night. He does not mi- 
nd though, since in 18 months 
in Oman, he reckons he h»s 
saved £9,000. He had bought 
a large house in his native 
Somerset for £18,000 and he 
reckoned that the only way 
he could pay it off is by work- 
ing abroad. 

“Once I’ve paid for the ho- 
use 1 can make a decent liv- 
ing in England. It's hard on 
the wife, but at the rate I'm 
saving 1*11 have paid for the 
whole thing in another year." 
He says that every six months 
he goes home with a huge 
bunch of five pound notes. 
Oman allows its foreign work- 
ers to remit money freely. 

There are other places in 
the Gulf where foreigners are 
working and making money 
out of the o0 wealth. Oman 
for peculiar historical reasons 
seems for the moment to have 
become like a British post co- 
lony, where a few Britons are. 
to the mutual advantage of 
the Omanis, making nest eggs 
for themselves.

Is Venezuela spending its oil riches wisely?

LONDON, (F.T.) — Caracas 
by night is a pretty sight: 
Lights twinkle up die moun- 
tainside decorating the Vene- 
zuelan capital festively. Day- 
light reveals less to rejoice 
about Shabby shacks ding 
like mountain goats to steep 
and crowded plots of land. ■ 

But since 1973 many of the 
ffimsy home-made shacks ha- 
ve housed sophisticated elec- 
tronic gadgetry including tele- 
vision sets. Indeed the gov- 
ernment has built blocks of 
fiats to clear some of the sl- 
ums, but many flats remain 
empty because people prefer 
the independence of their sh- 
acks and try to sub-let the 
flats to somebody else. 

The poor of Venezuela are 
rich compared to those of so- 


me other oil-producing count- 
ries. In Jakarta, Indonesia, the 
bright glass towers belonging 
to Pertamina, the state oil 
company, reflect progress as 
gleaming American cars roar 
past three abreast. But at the 
back of the towers are peo- 
ple living in the meanest sh- 
anties without even elemen- 
tary sanitation. 

In Iran, in the big league 
of oil states a meaner side 
of life is seen in the under- 
employed stall-holders who sit 
puffing their cigarettes or st- 
and seml-idly on the pavem- 
ent proffering lottery tickets. 

Such are the glimpses of 
life in the cities. Beyond lie 
rural hinterlands where peo- 
ple have even fewer advanta- 
ges and have to work on un- 
responsive land. Their lot Is 
poverty. 


Oil-rich Venezuela is one of South America’s few 
democracies. Profits from the oBt lighten the lot of even 
the poorest classes of city dwellers. But are the profits 
being spent wisely? 


In 1973 tbe Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countri- 
es (OPEC) boosted the price 
of oU. Higher prices gave the 
densely populated among them 
a big enough surplus to tackle 
their enormous problems of 
economic development. How 
have they managed with their 
new wealth? 

Good reputation 

Venezuela has the best rep- 
utation of all the oil produce- 
rs. It Is easy to see why. Ve- 


nezuela’s oil policy follows 
almost model lines: It is mak- 
ing efforts to conserve its oil. 
Production foil to about 22 
m. barrels a day in 1977 and 
to 1.7 m. early this year com- 
pared to a 3.7 m. barrels a day 
peak in 1971. It set up a re- 
serve fund for Its petrodollars 
to keep down Inflation; it is 
making strenuous effort to de- 
velop new industries such as 
petrochemicals, steel and alu- 
minium; the government has 
poured money into building 
the infrastructure of a mod- 
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era state, and bas devised a 
scheme to educate thousands 
of young students at universi- 
ties abroad; it has kept defe- 
nce spending to 2 per cent of 
tbe gross national product. 

Nor has Venezuela forgott- 
en its poorer neighbours. The 
government of President Car- 
los Andres Perez has lent lar- 
ge aumg at soft terms to nei- 
ghbouring countries. 

Venezuela has naturally at- 
tracted businessmen in search 
of the oil wealth, but it bas 
also become a haven for Sou- 
th Americans persecuted by 
the oppression of dictators. 
Most other Latin American 
countries have military rulers, 
but Venezuela has a democra- 
cy. 

Unbalanced develo p me nt 

The country's development 
however remains unbalanced. 
Its progress depends dangero- 
usly cm oil. If the wells dried 
up overnight Venezuela would 
have hardly any source of fo- 
reign exchange and the gov- 
ernment would go without in- 
come. In 1976 petroleum sales 
made up 72 per cent of the 
government’s ordinary income. 
Also in 1976 oil exports am- 
ounted to $8.5 bn, 94.7 per 
cent of export income. Iron, 
the second export earner, pro- 
vided only $250 m. while the 
old plantation crops of coffee 
and cocoa amounted to $46 
m. between them. On the 
other side of the equation, oil 
has inspired expensive t astes 
and Imports of Scotch whisky 
alone amounted to $38 m. last 
year. 

Moreover, the past few ye- 
ars have proved that money 
and development are not ide- 
nticaL In oil Venezuela has 
done well, nationalising and 
running the complex Industry 
with a high degree of com- 
petence. In other sectors mo- 
ney has been available for de- 
velopment, but infrastructure, 
social organisation, planning 
and management capacity are 
all lacking in one degree or 
another. 

Former Minister Juan Pablo 


Perez Alfonso, the father of 
OPEC; argues that oil pro- 
duction should be cut right 
back in an effort to drive up 
the price to $20 a barrel and 
to keep the oil In the ground 
until the Venezuelans have 
had time to leant what to do 
with It 

“We do not need half of 
the filings we Import.” he ar- 
gues, “we have 40,000 foreign 
tractors which are not being 
used, and we have a higher 
computer capacity than the 
rest of Latin America. The 
problem is that we are wish- 
ful thinkers. We must leant 
the value of work, and not 
look all the time for a magic 
way of doing things." 

Mr. Alfonso is especially 
bitter about the role of gov- 
ernment: "Venezuela works 

best when the government Is 
sleeping,” he says. Though tbe 
country is a democracy, he 
believes that what has been 
established in in feet “legal 
dictatorship by consent of the 
people. We will soon have 
another election. A new man 
will come In and he will be 
persuaded that he can per- 
form instant miracles.” 
According to the official st- 
atisticians, unemployment fig- 
ures among Venezuela’s 13 m. 
people are low enough to jus- 
tify immigration of skilled 
workers from Colombia and 
other neighbouring countries. 
But the official statistics do 
not define unemployment nor 
measure underemployment In 
the ranchos round Caracas 
there is work, even for the 
children whom the statistics 
say are in school. There is co- 
llection of “peaje" (toll) to be 
made from the road users of 
the neighbourhood, money to 
be got from looking after cars 
parked in public places and 
trinkets to be sold to motor- 
ists trapped in the seemingly 
perpetual traffic jams round 
Caracas. 

It is the best way the poor 
have of grabbing a Share of 
the oil money.

PARIS, April 24 (R). — A spokesman for French President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing today denied reports that France had tested its own neutron bomb. 


The mass circulation news- 
paper France-Soir last week pu- 
blished a story saying that a 
recent underground explosion 
at the French testing ground 
on Mururoa atoll in the South 
Pacific was a “full scale labo- 
ratory experiment*’ of a neu- 
tron bomb. 

The story quoted a “senior 
military office^' as saying that 
France was still three or four 
years away from making dep- 
loyable neutron weapons. 

The statement by Andre Ar- 
naud, a spokesman at the Ely- 
see Palace said “stories that 
appeared in certain press org- 
ans concerning experiments by 
France on a neutron bomb are 
not serious. No experiment of 
this kind has been held and 
none is planned." 

French officials previously 
had refused to confirm, deny 
or make any comment on the 
reports in line with longstand- 


ing French policy of refusing 
information of any kind on nu- 
clear tests. Defense Minister 
Yvov Bo urges was reported to 
have told the Defense Comm- 
ittee at the National Assembly 
that the reports “should not 
be taken seriously.'* 

Last week, officials said Fr- 
ench scientists were working 
on plans to develop a neutron 


warhead but that technologi- 
cal problems had not been ma- 
stered. 

The neutron bomb, whose 
production in the United Sta- 
tes was suspended last month 
by President Carter, can kill 
advancing troops with intense 
radiation, while t an ks, other 
vehicles or buildings are left 
undamaged.

The dissident Fateh faction, 
said to have ties to the Red 
Brigade gang that kidnapped 
former Italian Premier Aldo 
Mono, calls itself The Correct 
Line of Fateh and receive dir- 
ection from Abu Nidal, head of 
another extremist organisation 
based in Baghdad, Iraq, the 
paper said. 

It said Abu Nidal's organi- 
sation was involved in the re- 
cent assassinations of Said 
Hammami, the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organisation Represent- 
ative in London, and Youssef 
Sebaei, a prominent Egyptian 
newspaper editor. Mr. Hamma- 
mi was killed in London and 


Mr. Sebaei in Nicosia, Cyprus. 

Al Ahram said one of the 
arrested Swiss nationals, a stu- 
dent, acted as a contact bet- 
ween the Red Brigades and the 
leader of The Correct Line of 
Fateh. Neither was identified. 
The paper said the Swiss is of 
Italian origin. 

A West German spokesman 
in Bonn said his government 
is awaiting an official report 
from its envoy in Cairo before 
considering asking for extra- 
dition of any German suspects 
wanted in West Germany. 

West German Ambassador 
Hans Georg Steltzer met Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat Sunday af- 
ter ending his mission in Eg- 
ypt. It was not immediately 
known whether the issue was 
discussed. 

The accused guerrillas, who 
also • include a Jordanian na- 
tional, planned to assassinate 
some Egyptians and foreign- 
ers in Egypt, the newspaper 
said without elaboration.

The last word on Captain 
Kim Chang-tmy and Naviga- 
tor Lee Kim -so was a state- 
ment by the U.S. Embassy 
in Moscow yesterday that it 
was seeking clarification from 
the Russians on why they 
were still detained. 

The relief plane also bro- 
ught to the Far East the bo-

Top Ethiopian civilian , 
12 official defect 


MOGADISHU. April 24 (R). 
— The top civilian in Ethio- 
pia’s southernmost Sidamo pro- 
vince has defected to a So- 
mali guerrilla movement along 
with 12 other Ethiopian civil- 
ian and military officials, the 
Danab newspaper said here 
today. 

Danab, organ of the Western 
Somalia Liberation Front (WS- 
LF) and the Somali Abo Libe- 
ration Front (SALF), said Mr. 
Wolde Emanuel surrendered 
to SALT guerrillas operating in 
southern Ethiopia, west of the 
Ogaden region where the WS- 
LF is active. 

It did not say when Mr. 
Wolde defected. He was des- 
cribed as chairman or gover- 
nor of Sidamo. 

The newspaper quoted him 
as saying in an interview that 
Ethiopia was now completely 
ruled by foreigners and the 
masses had no say in any form 
of decision-making. 

He is the first high-ranking 
official reported to have defec- 
ted from the Ethiopian side 
since the Ogaden War was 
ended by a powerful Soviet 
and Cuban-backed Ethiopian 
counter-offensive last month. 

Meanwhile Ethiopia’s amb- 
assador in Peking today coun- 
tered attacks on his govern- 
ment by Somali President Mo- 
hammad Siad Barre during a re- 
cent official visit here but des- 
cribed relations between Eth- 
iopia and China as friendly. 


Ambassador Fantaye Biftu 
told a news conference that 
remarks made by General Siad 
Barre in a banquet speech he- 
re showed that Somalia was 
interested in peace in the Horn 
of Africa only when it succe- 
eded in its expansionist poli- 
cies. 

The Somali leader, who vis- 
ited the Chinese capital from 
April 14 to 18, bitterly attack- 
ed Ethiopia and condemned the 
Soviet and Cuban presence 
there. 


U.S., USSR 

progress 
on key 
SALT issue 


LONDON, April 24 (R) m — 
The United States and the So- 
viet Union were reported to- 
day to have made substantial 
progress on one of the key is- 
sues blocking a new strategic 
arms limitation agreement 
the so-called non-circumven- 
tion question. 

American officials define 
non-circumvention as agreeing 
to do nothing to violate the 
basic treaty now under nego- 
tiation or the accompanying 

protocol which would restrict 
the deployment of American 
Cruise missiles and other new 
weapons systems over the next 
two to three years. 

Reporters travelling with Se- 
cretary of State Cyrus Vance 
were told there had been co- 
nsiderable progress in his Mos- 
cow talks last week on this 
question and that he was con- 
fident the formula worked out 
would be acceptable to Ameri- 
ca's West European allies. 

In addition, American sour- 
ces said, there had been some 
movement on the two other is- 
sues which Mr. Vance regards 
as the toughest obstacles to 
a new agreement - - the Soviet 
Backfire bomber and the deve- 
lopment of new types of So- 
viet missiles. 

The exact formula on the 
non-circumvention controversy 
was not disclosed, and repor- 
ters were told that the prog- 
ress on this issue would be 
linked ultimately to advance 
on the other two issues. 

The U.S. has sought formal 
written assurances that the in- 
termediate range Backfire bo- 
mber would not be adapted to 
intercontinental use and there 
would be limits in development 
of five new Soviet missile typ- 
es

Bahrain denies revival of 
border dispute with Qatar 

KUWAIT, April 24 (R). — Bahrain Foreign Minister Sheikh Mo- 
hammad Ibn Mubarak Al Khallfeh denied hi an interview pub- 
lished here today that his country had revived Its border dispute 
with neighbouring Qatar. 

He told the newspaper A! Rai Al Aam “We did not escalate 
our border dispute with Qatar and do not seek such escalation ... 

“We are optimistic and hope this problem will be settled as 
between brothers,” he added. 

Sheikh Mohammad was answering questions on reports in 
the Gulf of a revival of the dispute over the Bahrain-controlled 
island of Hawar near the Qatar mainland. 

In Bahrain, authoritative sources told Reuters reports that 
the island-state had revived the dispute were the. result of a 
series of misunderstandings. 

They said Bahraini military maneonvres on Hawar last month 
led to rumours of a revival of the dispute. These were quickly 
reinforced when Qatar detained some Bahraini fishermen althou- 
gh they were released immediately after their identity was con- 
firmed. 

A visit to Saudi Arabia shortly afterwards by the Emir of 
Bahrain, Sheikh Isa Ibn Suhnan Al Khallfeh, also led to reports 
that Bahrain was seeking Saudi support in the dispute, the Bah- 
raini sources added. 

Bahrain had no interest in seeking to revive the dispute as* it 
sought to maintain the status quo and its sovereignty over Haw- 
ar and neighbouring waters, they added.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Ap- 
ril 24 (R). — Palestinians in 
the occupied eastern sector of 
‘his holy city and on the West 
Bank are unanimous on one 
question -- there is little hope 
of breaking the Palestinian 
deadlock so long as Israeli 
p-emier Menachem Begin Is in 
power. 

Mr. Elias Freij. the Mayor 
of Bethlehem, and Mr. Mah- 
moud Ya’eish. editor of the 
pro- Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation Arabic daily Al Sha'b 
(the People) published here, 
together cover a broad spect- 
rum of Palestinian opinion on 
the West Bank. 

Their language is a far cry 
from the fiery anti- Be gin pro- 
nouncements issued by milita- 
nt Palestinian organisations in 
Lebanon. 

But in separate interviews 
with Reuters, they both said 
they doubted there could be 


progress under Mr. Begin. 
This view is echoed bv Pales- 
tinians in all walks of life - - 
shopkeepers, students, workers 
and others -- who tend to pre- 
fer anonymity. 

Mavor Elias Freij is among 
the more moderate and prag- 
matic of the West Bank lead- 
ers. He is also a staunch sup- 

S orter of President Anwar Sa- 
at’s peace initiative. 

No solution under Begin 

But he sees little hope for a 
solution to the Middle East 
crisis, which centres on the 
Palestinian issue, while Mr. 
Begin Is in power. In an in- 
terview, he described Mr. Be- 
gin's offer for limited autono- 
my for Palestinians as “still- 
born" 

“No Palestinian with a gr- 
ain of brains can accept this 
humiliating plan," he said. 

“Begin wants Palestinians 
to give up their right to self-

determination, recognise the 
Israeli occupation as legal, 
their presence as legal, their 
buying of land as legal and 
the oresence of troops as le- 
gal." 

He rejected U.S. suggestions 
that Mr. Begin’s plan for li- 
mited autonomy on the West 
Bank end the Gaza Strip sho- 
uld run for five years after 
which Palestinians could cho- 
ose between this andlink 
with either Israel or Jordan. 

"Any suggestion from me 
that the Begin plan was all 
right would be criminally ille- 
gal. The answer is to imple- 
ment Sadat’s speech to the 
Knesset (Israeli parliament)." 
In his speech Mr. Sadat called 
for Israeli withdrawal from oc- 
cupied Arab territories and 
self-determination for Palesti- 
nians on the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

Links with Jordan 

But Mr. Freij believes self- 
determination is bound to be 
limited and argues strong lin- 
ks with Jordan as the best 
way out “An independent 
Palestinian state is a dream 
and I will not allow myself 
to dream. That's what differs 
me from most of the rest of 
the West Bank mayors," he 
said. 

Despite his moderate views 
he insists that there can ne- 
ver be any peace without full 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion participation. 

“But on the other hand the 
PLO has to realise the facts 
of life and one of them is 
that Israel is a fact and not 


a fiction and it should recog- 
nise this just as Israel should 
recognise the PLO," Mr. Freij 
said. 

“In order to get rid of the 
occupation we have to let Is- 
rael live free and any Arab 
leader who has illusions he 
can destroy Israel is crazy." 
he said 

Mr. Freij said he believed 
Lhe PLO would accept a con- 
federation of Jordan, the West 
Bank and Gaza and shrugged 
aside Israel's claims that the 
PLO was communist. "The 
PLO is being treated like an 
outcast," he said. 

Mr. Freij said the main hope 
now was that Mr. Sadat would 
pursue his policy which he sa- 
id had already “forced Israel 
to unmask its cruel policies, 
its unwillingness to withdraw 
from the occupied areas." 

Others more pessimistic 

Mr. Mahmoud Ya'eish, the 
editor of the pn>-PLO Arabic 
daily Al Shah is more pessi- 
mistic. He does not even see 
hope in President Sadat's con- 
tinuing search for peace. “It 
will fail," he told Reuter of 
the peace initiative. 

“It will fail because the Li- 
kud (Mr. Begm's rightwing co- 
alition) is asking too much. It 
wants the West Bank to be 
part of Israel and Sadat cann- 
ot make any more concessio- 
ns.” 

Mr. Ya'eish is also far more 
militant on the question of a 
Palestinian state. He rejects 
links with Jordan. 

"We have our own culture, 
our own beliefs and we can 
rule ourselves," he said.

The Properties of Con- 
tract Bridge state that you 
may draw an inference from 
the actions of an opponent 
at the table, but that you 
do so at your own risk. To 
an expert, anything you do 
could be a dead giveaway. 
Consider this hand from the 
Sunday Times Pair Cham- 
pionship, held in London at 
the end of January. 

Several pairs reached 
seven spades on this hand, 
and almost everyone went 
down after relying on the 
club finesse for the thir- 
teenth trick. The only player 


to score the grand slam was 
French ace, Henri Svarc. 

Against Sv arc’s grand 
slam West led the king of 
hearts. Declarer ruffed, 
then cashed dummy's two 
high trumps. Now he came 
to his hand with the queen of 
diamonds. It was his inten- 
tion to take the club finesse, 
but on the diamond trick 
East displayed some agita- 
tion and asked to inspect the 
trick. 

Svarc decided that East 
could only be interested in 
the proceedings if he held 
the outstanding trump and 
the king of clubs. There- 
fore, he abandoned the club 
finesse in favor of another 
line. 

Svarc started to run the 
diamonds. East realized that 
it would not help to ruff, so 
he discarded three hearts on 
the third, fourth and fifth 
diamonds. On these tricks 
Svarc discarded three clubs. 
Now Svarc carefully refrain- 
ed from cashing the sixth 
diamond, for that would 
have allowed East to sluff his 
last heart and prevent de- 
clarer from ruffing another 
heart in dummy. 

Instead, Svarc cashed the 
ace of clubs, then led the 
queen for a nlffing finesse. 
East covered and declarer 
ruffed. He entered dummy 
with a heart ruff, then dis- 
carded his last heart on the 
jack of clubs. The ace of 
trumps scored the thirteenth 
trick, and a brilliant piece 
of card-reading was suitably 
rewarded.

He said he 
had been jailed after the light plane in which he had been flying 
from Rhodesia to South Africa - • where he lives - - had force- 
landed in bad weather and then been fired on by Mozambique 
forces.
